PUZZLED BY FRUITS? 


If you are puzzled by the many 
varities of fruits available, here 
are some hints from the USDA that 
might help’ you decide what kind 
of grapefruit 1o buy.

The main types of pink grape- 
fruit are’ Ruby, Marsh Pink- and 
Foster Pink. All have few seeds 
and the skin usually has a slight- 
ly pinkish cast.
